NAIROBI. PETROU SAID THE GOG WOULD NOW LIKE TO REQUEST THAT THE 
U.S. ALSO CO-SPONSOR THE DRAFT RESOLUTION. HE SAID THAT THE GOG 
WAS APPROACHING ALL WEST EUROPEAN COUNTRIES TO SEEK THEIR CO- 
SPONSORSHIP, AS WELL AS COUNTRIES SUCH AS EGYPT, MEXICO, SYRIA 
AND THE LIKE WHO ALSO HAVE HISTORIC NATIONAL MONUMENTS. HE 
INDICATED THAT DENMARK AND SYRIA HAVE ALREADY AGREED TO CO-SPONSOR. 
WE HOPE THE DEPARTMENT WILL BE ABLE RESPOND AFFIRMATIVELY TO THIS 
GOG REQUEST.
